Unlawful Bail in the Police Court. 

We Lave called atten tion to the fact that Judge 
Johnston sometimes admitted parties, charged with 
felony, to bail, to appear at a future day, on the ex- 
amining trial. We say sotnetitn.es, for the prac- 
tice of the court ia not uniform in this regard. — 
Let the cause be what it may, the practice, we re- 
peat, is not uniform. The last case of the kind, 
aud which drew out our last notice, was that of 
Holmes, charged with stabbing Bowman. The 
Journal comments on our article with more than 
its usual fairness, and full as much as its usual vi- 
tuperation. The fact that those charged with fel- 
onies are not bailable to appear at the examining 
trial is not questioned, but it is urged that the 
case at the worst was only manslaughter, which 
is bailable! Is one charged with manslaughter 
bailable to appear at the examining trial* We ad- 
mit that such an one may be bailed when held to 
answer in the Circuit Court — that is, when the ex- 
amining trial is over; but until then, there is no 
bail to be given in such cases. The Code express- 
ly requires that accused shall be committed to the 
custody of a peace officer or sent to jail, and our 
Court of Appeals has decided that a bail bond 
taken in such cases is utterly void— that it biuds 
neither principal nor surety. 

The Journal ingeniously endeavors to palliate 
the conduct of Judge Johnston, by urging that 
Holmes was really justifiable, and his case, in its 
worst aspect, was only manslaughter. If Holmes 
was justifiable, why exact bail at all? Innocent 
men ought to be discharged, and guilty or appa- 
rently guilty ones held to bail. The fact that 
Holmes was held to bail, shows that Judge John- 
ston, without self-stultification, could not and did 
not then consider him guiltless ; and as Bowman's 
living or dying was then a thing of uncertainty, 
the character of Holme's ofiense could only be de- 
termined by a solution of that uncertainty. The 
death only evidences or makes certain to human 
ken the nature of the offense originally com. 
mitted. The offense was a misdemeanor or a felo- 
ny from the beginning, and the death or recovery 
of the injured man only ascertains which it is. — 
Until one or the other happens, it can not be 
known whether the ofiense is a misdemeanor or a 
felony, and consequently whether it is bailable or 
not. Before this was ascertained, and in the face 
of the statement of the attending physician, the 
commonwealth's witness, that Rowmau was iu a 
very critical condition, Judge Johustou allowed 
bail to be given, which was not worth a straw if 
Bowman chanced to die. 

Perhaps wc should look on this case as one of 
those mistakes to which human beings are liable, 
if it were the first of its kind. But it is not. We 
pointedly called attention to this matter last Au- 
gust, wheu the law was even more flagrantly out- 
raged thau now; and we might tliiuk less of such 
cases if Democrats or anti Know-Nothings were 
ever allowed bail. But every case which has fall, 
eti under our observation, where bail has been 
grauied, is invariably that of a member of the 
Judge’s party. 

We call the Journal’s attention to another fact 
in our article which it has overlooked or failed to 
notice. The Code requires that adjournments of 
examining trials shall never exceed two Jays. 
Holmes was bailed to answer a week hence. Why? 
It is painful to all good men to consider such a 
questiou. That Democrats may be slaughtered, 
beaten, or abused with legal itnpuuity in Ijouisville, 
is written in four years of blood aud violence. 
Would that we could deny — would that we could 
palliate— would that we could blot out the dark 
record. If not erased, it stands as the hand-wri- 
ting upon the wall — the doom of a city already 
grievously’ injured. 

There are still some men acting with the Know 
Nothing party to whom appeal may not be in 
vain. We implore these to look calmly at the 
facts. Y our fellew-citizens ask protection and 
equality of you, such as they would at all times 
accord to every member of society , no matter who 
or what. We ask you to look how the law is ad 
ministered, or rather how its plain requirements 
are spurned and trampled. We do not say you 
can do as we advise without danger. Whoever 
dares to speak, write, or act in opposition to the 
rule of the powers that be in the dominant party, 
does so at the peril of life and property. His owu 
arm is his only safeguard — at least, the law af- 
fords none. But still, in the name of God and of 
country, of humanity and of right, we call upon 
you to do the duty you owe to uli. 

We would not do the Judge injustice. There are oc- 
casions when his judicial bearing was deserving of 
the highest praise. Wc may particularly instance 
the trial of Col. Preston, growing out of the dis- 
turbance at the First Ward polls in June, 1S57. 
On that occasion Judge Johnston sternly ruled 
the law as it wras, though his party cursed and 
denounced him theu, and thereafter, and sought 
to dictate a course of injustice, to which he paid 
uo heed. Had he done in all cases as he did iu 
that, there would be no room to complain of his 
acts upon the bench. 

We learn that Bowman has recovered, and was 
in court on Saturday moruing. We give this 
merely as a fact in the history ol the case, as the 
legal question is not at all affected by it. 

Wheat Good to Consult. 

While the opponents of Wood urge that ill- 
health disqualifies him for a place on the Appellate 
beuch, they admit that Judge Wheat has been so 
affected with rheumatism that he could not attend 
fully to his duties as Appellate Judge: Still they 
urge, he is good for consultation. This is the 
creamiest joke out, and reminds us of au Indian 
who took a badly spoilt turkey to a planter's 
house to sell — so badly spoilt that the feathers 
were dropping out. “Go away! go away,” said 
the astonished lady of the mansion. “Go away 
your turkey is spoilt.” The imperturbable red 
man quietly, put the turkey to his nose, and said: 
“Ue no stink much; he make good soup!” 

Tarred axd Feathered. — R obert Coons, a mar 
ried man, who eloped sometime since with auoth. 
er man’s wife, was tarred and feathered at Craw- 
fordsville, Ind., ou Thursday night. It seems lie 
had proposed an elopement with a respectable 
young lady, to which she had consented. The af- 
fair leaked out, and some persons met them at the 
Kailroad depot, as they were about to leave to en- 
joy themselves. The gay deceiver was seized and 
dragged to the Court House yard, every stitch of 
clothiug taken from his back, a bucket of warm 
tar poured over his head aud a bag of feathers ar- 
tistically applied. He was requested to vatnos 
which he did instantly.

Some two or three weeks since he had eight of 
the Night Bloomiug Cerus out at once, aud last 
season, fourteen of these noble flowers perfuming 
his parlor at the same time. I very much doubt 
if any florist; however extensively he mav be en- 
gaged in the cultivation of flowers, can boast of 
such a grand display as we witnessed last even- 
ing. F. 

Foreign Imports 

The New York Times in publishing a summary 
of Foreign trade for the fiscal year just closed, 
says: 

The Import List shows a diminished entry, for 
the year, exclusive of Specie, to the extent of 
$57,582,000 at this port alone — where last year 62 
per cent, of the whole Import business of the coun- 
try was transacted. At this ratio, the general de- 
crease in the value of Foreign Goods brought in- 
to the United States for the year, would be about 
MXKTT-THREK MILLIONS OF DOLLAM — reducing the 
total list, exclusive of Foreign Specie, from $348,- 
428,000 in 1857, to $255,554,000 in 1868. The Ex- 
port List, at New York, also shows a falling off, 
to the extent of $ 26 , 840,000 of which $10,828,000 
is in Specie. The falling off in articles of Domes- 
tic Prmiuce, is within a few thousand dollars of 
twenty-millions, at New Y'ork, where, last year, 
the proportion of clearances of Domestic Produce 
was 87 per cent, of the grand total of the country. 
But, as from the Cotton ports of the South, the 
nine ratio of decrease will not apply, the fair esti- 
mate for the general falling off ought not to ex- 
ceed fiftt millions of dollars — reducing the Do- 
mestic List from $ 278 , 906,000 in 1857, to $289,909, - 
000 in 1858.

THE MURDERER HUNG! 

On Saturday our extra exclusively furnished 
our citizens with intelligence of the murder of 
Jos. Beard, Marshal of the city cf Lexington, and 
the subsequent execution of the murderer by the 
indignant populace. Our attheutive correspon- 
dent gives the following particulars . 

r . LaxuiuTox, July 10, ltw8. 

Editors LouvsvtUe Courier: I telegraphed you 
this morning a brief account of the murder of 
our City Marshal, Jos. Beard. He was murdered 
about 4 o'clock this (Saturday) morning, on 
Water street, while iu the discharge of his official 
duties. The murderer, William Barker, had a 
knife drawn, and was attempting to stab another 
man named John McChesney, with whom he was 
disputing. Beard stepped up to arrest Barker, 
and in a moment was stabbed to the heart by 
Barker. The knife was a very large bowie, and 
made a wound four inches in width. Beard was 
stabbed in the right side, the knife cutting in 
twain one rib, severing the lungs and cutting in 
two the right veutriele of the heart. Beard made 
two gasps and was a corpse. 

Barker was immediately arrested and lodged in 
jail. The excitement, as the murder was circu- 
lated, became intense. Large crowds gathered 
around the jail; the Court House bell was rung; 
the fire bells immediately chimed in, and the cry 
went up, “Hang him ! hang him !” A move was 
made to the Court House, and soon the yard and 
house was a perfect jam. Some persou put the 
motion, that “all who were in favor of hanging 
Barker would say aye.” A veil resounded through- 
out the multitude to “Hang him !” A rush was 
made to the jail, where an entrance was effected 
by demanding the jailor to give up the key, or to 
submit to having it taken from him. 

Barker was taken out and marched to ihe Court 
House, where one of the uprights, belonging to 
the “county gallows,” was run out one of tne w in- 
dows, the rope put around Barker’s neck, his 
hands tied behind him, he slided from the window, 
having u two foot fall, which snapped the rope 
asunder. Another rope was obtained, adjusted 
about his neck, when be was drawn up and left 
banging oitt hour and a half. 

Barker was told to pray — be said “he bad noth- 
ing to pray for,’’ and remarked that they could 
“hang him,” and be G — d d— d. 

Mr. Joseph Beard was the Marshal of the city 
of Lexington, elected last August; he was a faith- 
ful officer, a kind man, and universally esteemed 
by all parties. He was a candidate for re-elec- 
tion, and would have, beyond a doubt, been re- 
elected for another term. 

Mr. Beard leaves a wife and four children, who 
have the heartfelt sympathy of this community. 
They are left in indigent circumstances. 

I would here remark that Mr. Beard has two 
brothers living in this city — O. P. Beard andL. 
J. Beard— neither one of them took the least part 
in the mob. I noticed them at their place of 
business, cryiug like children. They have the 
sympathy of every one.

Little Rock, June 28, 1858. 

Editors Louisville Courier: Gentlemen — Since 
I wrote to you from Kentucky City, I have had 
occasion to travel through portions of several 
southern States, and noted particularly the con- 
dition of the country along the Mississippi aud 
Arkansas rivers, and the prospects of the plan- 
ters in the couutry above the overflow. I have, 
at different times and under different circunr 
stances, beheld suffering humanity subjected to 
all the perils aud evils that flesh is heir to, vet 1 
have never before witnessed such general priva- 
tion and destruction of property as now prevails 
all along the Mississippi, and as far up the Arkan- 
sas river as the back-water from the Mississippi 
extends. Everything is destroyed, and the people 
in many places are hurrying away from their 
plantations, with their families and the negroes, 
to keep them from perishing amid the common 
ruin. From a point, say forty-live miles above 
the Arkansas river, the planters have a very fine 
stand of cotton and the finest corn I ever" saw ; 
the wheat crop was a partial, and the oat crop a 
total failure throughout the State— the latter eaten 
out by the root. It is suggested by some that the 
great flood here had a tendency to increase the 
number of victims to rheumatism, and hence the 
great rush to the Hot Springs. Among the throng 
are mauy from old Kentucky, and some from Lou 
lsville. As regards the political affairs of the 
State, the Democracy have it all their owu wav ; 
and from what I cau learn, I fear that they will 
elect some one to take the place of Sebastian in 
the United States Senate. Gen. S. II. Uemstead 
is spoken of and will be supported bv a heavv 
vote iu the Legislature next winter, and though 
he is a good Democrat and au energetic man, yet 
I certainly think these people are going against 
their interest when they fail to return Sebastian. 

1 have seen the “Little Rock,” the “Big Rock" 
aud the Prentice “Slate Rock," of humbug notori- 
ety.

Letter from President Buchanan. 

The President seut the following letter to the 
Democracy of Philadelphia, in response to an in 
vitation to attend their celebration of the fifth : 
Washington, July 3, 1358. 

Gentlemen: I have received your very kind 
iuvitatiou to be present at the nieetiug of mv fel- 
low*- citizens in Independence Square, to celebrate 
the approaching anniversary of our National In- 
dependence. Would that it were in my power to 
accept this invitation. This, however, is impos- 
sible. May we ever continue to celebrate, with 
ardent enthusiasm, throughout the length and 
breadth of the land, each successive return of the 
day which gave us birth as a nation. Whilst we 
do this, and thus keep alive, from generation to 
generation, the memory of the common sufferings 
and the common dangers which our fathers en- 
counteted in achieving our independence, the Con- 
stitution aod the Union will be preserved. 

I congratulate you with all my heart, upon the 
present hopeful "prospects of bur country. I 
numbly trust that a kind Providence has dis- 
pelled the angry clouds which but recently seem 
cd to impend over it, and that we have nearly 
leached the end of those violent and exasperated 
sectional controversies which have threatened the 
Union. 

When we contrast the present condition of our 
couutrv with what it would have been at this mo- 
ment, had Congress adjourned without enacting a 
law to mitigate the sectional strife which had been 
raging for years between the States of the Con- 
federacy, we have every reason to be thankful to 
the Supreme Ruler of nations, who has ever inter- 
fered at the hour of our greatest need to shield us 
from danger.

Reception of Douglas 

Chicago, June 9, 11 P. M. 

Senator Douglas was received this morning 
with great display. At one o’clock a committee 
of 40o from Chicago and the adjoining counties 
proceeded from Chicago to Michigan City, where 
they met Judge Douglas and escorted hint to the 
city. The arrival of the train was greeted by the 
firing of cannon and cheers of the people. The 
procession was formed and conducted him to the 
Tremont House. Here he was welcomed with a 
brief speech on behalf of the citizens, by Chas. 
Walker, President of the Board of Trade. Mr. 
Douglas, after returning thanks for the magnifi- 
cent reception, reviewed the action of the last 
Congress on the Kansas bill. He extolled Crit- 
tenden’s bill as honest, and the very best propo- 
sition for practical illustration of popular sover- 
eignty. He claimed that the struggle with Le- 
comptonism was for integrity of principle ; that 
struggle was triumphant. Lecomptonism is vir- 
tually abandoned by its friends, ana been defeated 
forever. He had opposed the English bill, al- 
though it practically sent back the constitution to 
be accepted or rejected by the people of Kansas, 
because the manner as well as the form of that 
submission was at variance with every just prin- 
ciple of popular government. It was a submis- 
sion of the constitution to the people with the 
threat if they did not accept the slave constitution 
with 35,000 inhabitants, they should not come in 
as a free State until they had 93,000. He could 
never countenance such discrimination between a 
free and a slave State. 

Lincoln indorsed not only this doctrine, but 
proclaimed a line of policy wfiich is incompatible 
w th the existence of the Union. He declared that 
the Union divided with an equal number of free 
and slave States cannot endure. 

Mr. Douglas showed the dangerous tendency of 
the doctrine — that it invited and proclaimed a war 
of extermination of one section against the other. 
He regarded it subversive to the fundamental 
principle upon which our complex system of gov- 
ernment rested, and denied that a uniformity of 
local policy on the domestic institutions of the 
different States is either desirable or possible. 
On the contrary, our political system rested upon 
the theory and practice of dissimilarity of local 
policy of the domestic institutions of the differ- 
ent States. Our forefathers clearly perceiv- 
ed that domestic institutions which suit New 
Hampshire are totally unfit for the rice planta- 
tions of Carolina, lienee they adopted a consti- 
tution that provides for each State being sovereign 
and supreme in her own limit. 

The best energies of his mind have been seve- 
ral years devoted to the great principle of the 
right of the people of the territories to frame 
their own fundamental laws, and he intended to 
devote all the future of bis life to the same doc 
trine. He contended that the compromise mea- 
sures of 1850 were founded on that principle, car- 
ried out in the Kansas-Nebraska bill, affirmed in 
the Cincinnati platform, and reaffirmed in Presi- 
dent Buchanan s inaugural. He regretted to see, 
however, a powerful party in this country deter- 
mined not to acquiesce in this line of policy. The 
Republican convention, recently assembled at 
Springfield, nominated Mr. Lincoln as his succes- 
sor in the Senate. He (Mr. L.) repudiated the 
doctrine of popular aovereigntv, and claimed 
that Congress, and not the people of the terri 
tories, can establish the domestic institutions of 
the territories. 

On the supposition that they would be as diver- 
sified as the States are numerous, it thus would 
seem that the diversity and dissimilarity of the 
domestic institutions of the sovereign States are 
the cardinal principles underlying the whole sys- 
tem of government. Its * strength, harmony, and 
adaptation to the wants and interests of the peo 
pie all depend on the right of each State to form 
and regulate its internal policy, without reference 
to their similarity to those of other States. He

Buffalo, July 9. — H. C. Gilbert, the Commer- 
cial Editor of the Buffalo Commercial Advertiser, 
and Commercial Reporter of the New York Asso- 
ciated Press, was instantly killed this noon by 
the falling of a scaffold, at No. 14 Central Wharf. 



Thx Cash of Captain Filler — The Poucr 
Court. — On the evening of the 4th of July, as 
our readers are aware, one Captain Fuller, a 
river man, well koowu in this city, horse- 
whipped a female whom he met on the street, 
and who held in her arms at the time an infant 
child, which is charged was also the offspring 
of Fuller. He went into a livery stable, bor- 
rowed a whip, and most chivalrously struck the 
unfortunate creature and her little child several 
blows over the face and head. Complaint was 
made before the Police Court, and yesterday 
the case was disposed of by thr Judge, fining 
the gallant Captain the enormous sum of eight 
J oilers and costs for the offense against man- 
hood and decency as well as the public peace. 
The Police Judge seems to have considered the 
defense of the Captain, that the woman had 
been at his house and annoyed his family, a 
valid one, and he therefore imposed this mere- 
ly nominal punishment. 

We do not agree with the Judge, nor will 
the public assent to the justice of his decision. 
The poor woman was entitled to Fuller’s sym- 
pathy and commiseration rather than abuse, 
and he could easily have found other means to 

f irerent annoyance to his family than by pub- 
icly horse-whipping her in the streets. We 
hold that any man who raises his arm against 
a woman, except in kindness or to ward oft' 
personal injury, disgraces himself, and is unfit 
to be recognized as a man of proper cultivated 
feelings. The horse-whipping a woman and in- 
fant child was barbarous and cruel, and ought 
to have been expiated by stiff fine and confinement 
in the dungeon. Such decisions as this are well 
calculated to make the Police Court a stench in 
the nostrils of every honorable man.

accomplished — that would be to abolish State Leg- 
islatures and convert the government into one 
consolidated empire, investing Congress with full 
power to adopt police regulations, regulate inter- 
nal policy, and adopt domestic institutions for all 
the states. Let tMs be done, and there would be 
uniformity. Then the States would be all free or 
slave; then negroes would vote everywhere or no- 
where; then our glorious confederation of thirty- 
two sovereign States would be merged into one 
consolidated empire; the uniformity of despotism 
would reign triumphant throughout the land. 

Mr. Douglas noticed Mr. Lincoln's crusade 
against the Supreme Court on account of the Drcd 
Scott decision. He could not sanction a crusade 
against the highest judicial tribunal in the land, 
and was prepared to yield obedience to the law as 
expounded by the court. He did not agree with 
Lincoln that it was a great* wrong to deprive 
negroes of the rights of citizenship. He didn’t 
believe that they were ever intended to be 
citizens. Our government is founded on a white 
basis, created oy white men for the benefit of 
white men. True humanity required that negroes 
and other inferior races should be permitted to 
enjoy such rights and privileges as they were ca- 
pable of exercising consistent with the good of 
society. He adverted to the necessity of main, 
taining the organization of the Democratic party- 

While there might be differences of opinion in 
respect to the true construction of particular ar- 
ticles of the creed of the party, tolerance must be 
indulged. There should be no prescription of sound 
Democrats because of such differences. He said 
the office holders and Republicans are working in 
union for the purpose of defeating the regular 
Dominations. He would do like the Russians at 
■Sebastopol, keep firing; he didn't care which he 
hit, French or English. 

Mr. Lincoln was present, and heard Douglas. 
Fireworks were discharging in several parts of the 
town. The number of persons in attendance was 
variously estimated at 15,000 to 25,000. 

Particulars of the Lexington Tragedy. 

Lbxinoton, July 10. — Barker was engaged in a 
fight at the market house this morning. City Mar- 
shal Beard arrested and started with him to the 
watch house. After walking together 20 paces or 
more, Barker tripped Beard, and rumor says 
placed one knee ou Beard's breast, then stab- 
bed him, the knife entering the right aide, 
cutting one rib, a lung, and penetrating the heart. 
Beard died instantly. Barker then ran about 50 
yards, when he was arrested and placed in the
